1950 promises to be another year of 
high cash income for meat & milk makers, 
although slightly below last year.

A Sharp Eye Picks 
the Good Doers 


HE.KANSAS Feeders’ Day, held on 

the ag college campus at Manhattan, 
unfolded revealing reports well worth any- 
one’s attention.

Dairymen Building Up Herds With Good Brood Stock 


— IS Dairy Month. Sponsored by the 
dairy trade associations and supported 
by voluntary check-offs from the producer's 
chit, promotion pushing the use of dairy 
foods will break out all across the country. 
Certainly, increased consumption is needed 
by the dairy industry—stalked by the 
threat from 7,000,000,000 Ibs. of milk 
floating without a regular outlet, retail 
price wars in Ohio, and producer-distribu- 
tor battles in the Pacific Northwest, just 
to mention a few of the troubles. 

Yet from the strong prices received at 
recent purebred auctions, a lot of milk 
makers have stoic confidence in the future 
of their enterprises. Just look how the 
Milking Shorthorn boosters responded to 
their national offering: 

Dual-purpose breeders from 25 states and 
Alaska registered at the dedication of the 
new American Milking Shorthorn Society 
building at 313 S. Glenstone, Springfield, 
Mo. The structure is virtually fireproof 
and provides excellent facilities for all So- 
ciety functions. This adds one more to the 
growing list of breed associations owning 
their own homes. 

Following a banquet at Drury College 
hall, the crowd moved to the Ozark Em- 
pire fairgrounds for the Nat'l All-female 
sale where 54 lots rang up $43,205, an 
average of $800. The consignments were 
distributed throughout the nation. Larg- 
est buyer was the Theis Co. at Dodge City, 
Kan., with seven head totaling $8,775. A 
beautiful coming 5-year-old classified Very 
Good went’ to Mystery Farm at Hope, 
R.1., for $5600, top price of the auction 
and a recent breed record. She was con- 
signed by Lilydale Farm of Springfield, Mo. 

And at the Western Guernsey Classic in 
Calif., buyers snapped up 50 head for an 
average of $773, with more than 1/5 of 
the offering reaching 4 figures. A typy 
bull calf backed by high production pedi- 
gree commanded $2500, goes into a herd 
averaging 10,588 Ibs. at Cloverdale Ranch, 
Chico. . . . 400 persons turned out to see 
the Oregon Holstein breeders’ spring event 
chalk up $407 on 60 females and 3 bulls. 

Just north of Ogden, Utah a dispersal 
on the Williams Ranch realized $455 on 
cows, $327 on heifers, to total $401 for 
the 38 purebred Holsteins. Then grade 
milkers were led out and 39 cows brought 
$373, 19 heifers $192. When 58 big well- 
bred grades are worth $312 apiece to farm- 
ers it's surely an optimistic sign. .. . Same 
situation is found down East where grade 
Holsteins from Empire Farm averaged $352 
on 18 cows, $206 on 19 heifers at Copake, 
N.Y. 

You had to bid quickly at Scudders’ 
dispersal where a Jersey was sold every 
3 minutes for 514 hours by Col. Jim Mc- 
Cord, ex-governor of Tenn., before a buy- 
ing crowd that laid out $693 on 106 lots. 

In view of the favorable long-range dairy 
outlook, especially in grade A markets, 
there seems to be too many dispersions of 
good milking herds, but as one 240-acre 
Iowan put it last month after abandoning 


18 years of dairy farming, “I can feed 100 
good-to-choice whitefaced steers during the 
time I spend milking and caring for 20 
cows.” Yet he admits that there is still 
a profit in the dairy. 

However, while sorne leave the milk 
stool others eagerly fill the pail, especially 
in the South with year-round pasture. 
Three years L. E. Watkins, a 74-acre Ala- 
bama cotton farmer in DeKalb Co., had 3 
meager milkers. But he put his cream 
checks right back into fertilizers and pas- 
ture seed, now supports a grade A dairy 
of 13 fresh cows with that many heifer 
replacements, The boll weevil no longer 
worries him. 

And here’s an item that shows how pure- 
bred livestockmen police their own ranks, 
earnestly protecting the pedigree’s real war- 
ranty—integrity. After examining alleged 
charges of removing 4 cows while herd on 
test, misrepresenting the white on a bull 
calf's tailbone and fudging two days on the 
birth date of a potential show calf; the 
Holstein-Friesian Ass'n of America sus- 
pended L.A. & Z. Zimmerman’s member- 


ship for 18 months including registration 
privilege and ordered milk records recom- 
puted for the past three years. Previous to 
investigation, this herd had the world’s 
highest HIR record. 


@ With spring well under way, the 4-day 
Nat'l Stallion Show turned out 600 some 
entries for the most thrilling display of 
horse flesh yet shown in the Hippodrome 
at Waterloo, Iowa. License plates tagged 
visitors from far-flung states to witness the 
competition of Shetland ponies, Arabians, 
Saddlers, Morgans, Hackney ponies, Palo- 
minos, Quarter Horses, Spotted Moroccos, 
Albinos, Belgians and Clydesdales, and 
events for stock horses, phaetons, draft 
hitches—even costume parades. Dave Bent, 
roaming in a converted cow barn, happened 
upon a lone Clydesdale stallion being cur- 
ried by an old timer. They passed the 
day, then Dave asked if his two sons were 
going into light-legged horses: “I wished 
then I hadn't asked that question. He walk- 
ed over to that ton of dappled gray and 
stroked his friend. Anger made him say 
things he really didn’t mean. His father 
had been a Clydesdale breeder, and he 
wanted his sons to follow on even if there 
isn’t a market for horses. Both boys were 
farmers—neither had a horse on the place. 
He tried to give them good teams, and 
they laughed at him. ... But he walked 
to the door with me saying, ‘It ain’t my 
sons, it’s just the times.’”

He 
believes that the slowest-maturing cow is 
the longest-lived, and he’d rather 
100,000-Ib. lifetime cow than a 12,000-lb. 
heifer. He said that it is much easier to 
breed for production alone than to add type 
and conformation to the formula. Mr. 
Howie pointed out that the Scottish farmer 
is improving the hind legs of his 
cow, by making them shorter and 
stronger; and he insists on a level- 
bottomed udder that will hold 
its shapeliness through 8 or 9 
lactations. Showing top Ayrshires 
at their national expositions, such 
as the London Dairy Show in the center 
of their greatest milk consumption, is their 
most effective propaganda, so much so that 
the Association pays the freight to induce 
the breeder to exhibit his cattle.

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Fatter Ration Makes Fatter Pigs, Sooners Say 


. HOULD beef cattle be bred for large or 
small type? Rangemen from all over 
the Southwest journied to Stillwater for 
the Oklahoma Feeders Day to deal with 
this question. Researcher Doyle Chambers 
told them that in tests so far 10 large-type 
steers showed more profit than small or 
medium ones on deferred feeding. The 3 
lots had been grazed 100 
ys, then full-fed 100 days and slaughter- 
ed. Other than the margin in profit, there 
was little difference in performance. 
Kansas and Ohio experiment stations are 
also cooperating with the American Here- 
ford Ass'n in similar comparisons and final 
results will be joint report. 
When stockmen feed enough 20% pro- 
plement to meet cattle’s needs, i 
will do as good a job as a 40% supple- 
ment, pound-for-pound, believes R. A. 
Long, but only 1 lb. of daily supplement 
was not enough. “Generally a 20% protein 
costs less per cwt. than a 40% supple- 
ment,” he noted 

Home-grown cowpeas can help shave 
costs of fattening steers. At a session in 
the college beef barns during the late after- 
noon it was learned that 100 Ibs. of ground 
cowpeas was equal to 80 Ibs. of cottonseed 
cake and worth $2.68 when fed as protein 
supplement to steers fattening on corn, 
sorghum silage, alfalfa hay. Steers fed 2.37 
Ibs. of cowpeas daily (enough to provide 
protein equal to 1.5 Ibs. cottonseed cake) 
gained .09 lbs. more per day than steers 
on 1.5 lbs. cake. In addition the cowpea- 
fed beeves were appraised 25c higher. 

Urea, nitrogen compound, 

has successfully met another test of its 
value as a protein ration extender. Results 
on 3 lots of steers showed that satisfac- 
tory gains are produced when urea provides 
50% of the nitrogen in a protein pellet 
In another study, cost of fortifying a fatten- 
ing ration with carotene pellets was too 
high for profitable gains. 
@ 1 out of every 3 pigs farrowed in the 
U. S. dies before weaning, Allen Heide- 
brecht grimly pointed out. Poor feeding 
of the sow is the cause of much of this 
loss. In tests on 474 pigs, sows and gilts 
fed a ration that was 82% ground yellow 
corn, 11% process soybean meal, 5% al- 
falfa meal, 14% salt, and 114% steamed 
bone meal raised 4/Sths of their pigs. Ad- 
dition of APF increased weights slightly. 
Where 4% fish solubles were substituted 
for part of the soybean meal, survival was 
almost 97%. 

After 10 years of trying to create a 
swine miracle, some scientists at Oklahoma 
still believe that “the production of su- 
perior hogs by breeding methods com- 
parable to those used in development of 
good hybrid corn appears feasible.” This 
attempt is part of 
improvement project 
in which eight experiment stations 
are cooperating with the USDA. Here 
Durocs had been inbred to produce lines 
with certain firmly fixed.

according to James Hillier who made the 
study, “because the general level of fat in 
swine rations is declining. Many higher- 
yielding strains of hybrid corn have less 
fat than the varieties raised years ago, as 
do oil meals produced by the solvent pro- 
cess rather than those made by the older 
hydraulic press and expeller methods.” 
Pigs fattened on a ration containing 2% 
fat gained 1.73 Ibs. daily, compared with 
1.9 Ibs. for those on 12% fat. However, 
pigs on the high fat feed yielded 2.35% 
less lean cuts. Since the feed costs per cwt. 
gain was $10.78 and $9.29, the added fat 
was worth $10.91 per 100 Ibs. 
@ L. S. Pope explained to sheepmen that 
ewes on good pasture or green hay normal- 
ly get plenty of carotene, which is trans- 
formed into vitamin A and stored in the 
liver. But if drouth dries up pastures, or 
ewes are on low-quality hay during winter, 
the stored vitamin A may be used up with 
the result of breeding failures, weak or 
dead lambs and nervous disorders. Ewes 
that got cottonseed meal stored more vita- 
min A than those receiving soybean meal, 
which supports previous studies. 





(ILLINOIS—From page 7) rations made sat- 
isfactory gains even though no animal 
source protein was fed. However, these 
pigs did not have so much “bloom,” Dr. 
Terrill noted. 

The value of the pig creep for nursing 
pigs has been studied by Illinois workers 
in six experimeats with 134 sows and lit- 
ters on pasture. They found the following 
conclusions justified: 

With sows and litters on 14 acre fall- 
seeded Balbo rye pasture and full-fed ear 
corn by hand with minerals self-fed, the 
average daily gain of creep-fed pigs is out- 
standingly more rapid. The hogs used 
about 20% less feed per 100 Ibs. of gain, 
and only half as many pigs died. There is 
less advantage for creep-feeding if the sows 
and litters are self-fed. 

More feed was eaten from the creep 
when palatable feeds were offered free- 
choice than when a complete mixed ration 
was self-fed. Therefore it’s desirable to offer 
free-choice such feeds as shelied corn, 
broken oat kernels and pig evpplemens, 
(100 Ibs. meat scraps, 100 Ibs. soybean 
oilmeal and 2 Ibs. iodized salt, is a good 
home-mixed supplement. The ration chosen 
by the shotes made up 21% protein. 

Swine specialist D. M. Baird told of a 
group of experiments which revealed the 
following: Bromegrass-alfalfa pasture was 
fully equal to straight alfalfa pasture, 
firming the results obtained in 1948. Oats 
is a low-cost feed for pigs on pasture. One 
ton of ground oats fed in a mixture of 
2 Ibs. to 1 of soybean oilmeal was worth 
346 Ibs. of supplement and 1,650 Ibs. 
shelled yellow corn. When fed in this way, 
the ground oats made up 15% of the daily 
feed and prevented overconsumption of the

(COLORADO-——From page 7) expensive 
method of hay harvesting is field chopping 
from the windrow and piling it near the 
feedlot at harvest time. Harry Sitler is the 
USDA economist stationed at Colorado to 
determine comparative costs of handling 
alfalfa hay. Stacked and baled alfalfa show- 
ed about the same costs per acre-—both 
more expensive than field chopping. Grind- 
ing from the stack was more expensive than 
feeding long loose hay, and ensiling was 
the most expensive method tested. Sitler 
explained that cost for baling was approxi- 
mately $2 more per acre than stacking long 
loose alfalfa, but the lower expense in feed- 
ing bales makes the total handling charge 
about the same.

Don't Look Now, BuT THE AGRICULTURE COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE 
of Representatives is now starting hearings and the new study will focus on 
price insurance, as proposed by BREEDER'’S GAZETTE in an open letter to Secre- 
tary BRANNAN in our March issue.

The pub- 
lic does not object to a just wage for the food producer and will go along 
readily whenever the farm groups agree. You farmers hold the key to that; 
turn it on them until they do agree.

I AppiTIon TO AN Up-T0-DATE PARITY, REMEMBER, WE WERE OFFERED 
price supports under beef cattle, hogs, sheep, milk, eggs and farm chickens. 
This would bring into being the Animal Agriculture that we all know offers 
the solution to America’s farm enigma.

now comes the Nat] Milk Producers Federation with a comprehensive self- 
help plan for major farm crops. It is based on fairly sustaining dairy products, 
of course, but applies equally well to meat production. The essence of it is an 
equalization fee, or premium check-off, to be paid by the producer into a price- 
support pool. All schools of thought are moving toward getting off the dole 
and distributing efficiently produced food at a fair price.
